Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  year  an 
annual  report  on  the  state  of  health  of  the  community  has  to  be 
prepared. 


The  guide  lines  used  in  this  exercise  are  provided  by 
the  Registrar  General  who  issues  the  statistical  information  on 
which  comment  is  based. 

The  Borough  Health  Department  is  responsible  solely  for 
environmental  health  within  its  boundaries  as  well  as  the  control 
of  infectious  disease.  To  carry  out  these  duties  it  has  an  estab- 
lishment of  five  whole  time  District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  one 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  a Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
jointly  appointed  with  the  neighbouring  borough.  In  addition  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
are  shared  with  the  two  or  more  neighbouring  areas  respectively. 

This  report  does  not  aim  to  provide  information  on  the 
prevalence  of  ill  health,  physical  or  mental,  or  any  other  of  the 
indices  which  can  be  used  to  appraise  the  state  of  health  in  the 
modern  setting. 

Accepting  the  obvious  limitation  of  statistical  returns, 
as  a measure  of  community  health,  some  useful  comparisons  may  never- 
theless follow  when  local  figures  are  viewed  alongside  those  compiled 
on  a national  basis.

CTIOUS  DISEASES 


Over  the  year  there  were  147  notifications 
and  5 patients  were  removed  to  Hospital.  About 
two  thirds  of  the  notifications  were  in  respect 
of  children  of  school  age.  Peak  incidence  was 
in  the  month  of  June  and  there  was  no  month  free 
of  notifications. 


There  were  75  notifications  and  the  disease 
was  probably  under  reported.  This  infection 
was  prevalent  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  All 
but  one  notification  received  during  the  year 
were  in  children  under  10  years  of  age.  Much 
more  active  health  education  of  the  public  lead- 
ing to  an  increase  in  their  acceptance  rate  for 
preventive  inoculation  should  be  undertaken. 


52  notifications  were  received  and  2 children 
were  admitted  to  Hospital.  The  disease  was 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  continued 


mainly  confined  to  the  first  half  of  the 
year  and  the  majority  of  notifications 
related  to  children  under  10  years  of  age. 

DYSENTERY 

31  notifications  were  received  and  one 
third  of  the  cases  occurred  in  adults.  All 
patients  were  visited  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  the  need  to  practice  strict 
hygienic  control  was  explained  to  the  family 
unit  affected. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

New  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
amounted  to  12  and  1 case  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Disease  was  diagnosed. 

There  was  1 death  directly  attributable  to 
Pulmonary  disease  and  one  from  Non-Pulmonary 
disease. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  persons 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  had  fallen  to  308 
being  a drop  of  10  from  the  previous  year's 
figure. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


HOUSING 

Over  the  year  many  inspections  and  reports 
on  houses  considered  as  unfit  for  human  habit- 
ation, within  the  meaning  of  Section  4 of  the 
1957  Housing  Act,  were  carried  out.  This  work 

resulted  in  one  hundred  and  forty  six  houses 
being  classified  into  clearance  areas. 

In  addition  five  houses  were  reported  for 
demolition  orders  and  closing  orders  were  place( 
on  seventeen  houses. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  393  visits 
to  various  premises  and  mobile  canteens  where 
food  was  prepared  for  sale  to  the  public  and

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on 
the  environmental  health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969. 

The  department  for  the  first  time  for  more  than  two  years, 
had  a full  establishment  of  district  public  health  inspectors  for  the 
whole  year. 

Housing 


One  hundred  and  forty-six  houses  in  thirty  clearance  areas 
were  included  in  three  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  In  addition 
demolition  orders  were  placed  on  five  houses  and  closing  orders  on 
seventeen  houses. 

An  application  was  received  from  a tenant  for  a Certificate 
of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act,  1968.  This  nowadays  is  quite  a 
rarity. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969,  came  into  operation  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  and  seven  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates 
were  received.  The  Act  enables  controlled  tenancies  of  houses,  which 
satisfy  the  standard  laid  down  to  be  converted  into  regulated  tenancies 
with  fair  rents  fixed  by  the  Rent  Officer.  This  action  should  not 
only  prevent  the  further  decay  of  houses  which  possess  all  the  amenities 
but  also  encourage  owners  to  improve  and  repair  dwellings  knowing  that 
they  eventually  will  receive  a reasonable  return  on  their  investment. 

Food  Inspection  and  Hygiene 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  at  the  private  slaughter- 
house again  exceeded  twelve  thousand  and  all  carcases  and  offal  were 
inspected  by  the  public  health  inspector  who  is  in  attendance  at  the 
slaughterhouse  the  whole  of  the  time  slaughtering  is  taking  place. 

Under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960,  the  very 
necessary  inspections  of  the  many  varied  types  of  food  premises  in  the 
Borough  continued.  An  unwelcome  feature  of  the  year  was  the  slight 
increase  in  complaints  of  alleged  "mouldy"  food  which  could  indicate 
either  a lack  of  adequate  stock  rotation  and  coding  or  over -or dering. 
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Food  Hygiene  & Meat  Inspection,  continued 


This  will  be  borne  in  mind  during  routine  inspections  next 
year  and  emphasis  given  to  the  problem  during  discussions  with  food 
handlers  especially  just  prior  to  the  warmer  weather. 

Factory,  Office  and  Shop  Premises 

Factory  inspections  in  the  main  do  not  reveal  any  contra- 
ventions of  the  Act  or  Regulations  and  our  assistance  lies  in  advice 
and  recommendations  regarding  plans  of  new  buildings  and  extensions. 

V 

The 'full  complement  of  staff  enabled  more  time  to  be  given 
to  general  inspections  of  offices  and  shop  premises  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  record  that  all  the  registered  premises  within  the  scope  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  have  received  a general 
inspection. 

During  the  year  thirteen  accidents  were  reported.  The 
Inspectors  in  six  cases  recommended  no  action  and  in  five  others  infor- 
mal advice  was  given.  One  formal  warning  was  issued  and  the  remain- 
ing case  was  referred  to  the  Health  Committee,  where  on  careful  consid- 
eration of  all  the  details  which  gave  rise  to  an  employee  falling  from 
a ladder,  striking  his  head  on  a goods  rack,  landing  on  his  back  on 
the  floor  and  sustaining  head  injuries  and  concussion,  the  Town  Clerk 
was  instructed  to  make  complaints  before  a Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
obtain  forthwith  an  Interim  Order  prohibiting  the  use  of  certain  equip- 
ment. The  firm  immediately  became  most  concerned  and  all  our  require- 
ments were  met  including  new  purpose  built  equipment  about  which  our 
approval  was  sought. 

Pest  Control 


The  annual  baiting  of  the  sewers  against  rodents  again  in 
several  manholes  showed  slight  infestations  which  were  poison  baited 
to  extinction.  The  follow-up  treatment  later  in  the  year  was  satis- 
factory. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

On  27th  March  the  Council  made  an  Order  declaring  Chatham's 
No.  6 Smoke  Control  Order  containing  some  1,500  premises  and  covering 
an  area  of  395  acres.  The  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and 
becomes  operative  on  1st  July  1970. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  concern  was  expressed  regarding 
the  supply  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  but  it  is  hoped  that  next  year  will 
see  the  situation  well  under  control  with  adequate  supplies  of  both 
premium  and  other  solid  smokeless  fuels. 
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I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  and 
assistance  given  me  and  the  interest  shown  throughout  the  year  by 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committees  Dr.  McWilliams, 
my  deputy,  Mr.  Moore,  members  of  the  Health  Department  and  colleagues 
in  other  Departments.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it 
is  needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  a person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  subnormal,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age,  but  only  where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household 
capable  of  carrying  out  the  necessary  household  duties. 


NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 


Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden 
or  house-bound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 
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FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children 
in  their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admis- 
sion to  hospital  for  illness  or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circum- 
stances. Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children 
is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months. 


FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 

, This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents'  consent,  in  house- 

holds where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family 
are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  of  which  they  live. 
The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to 
keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  In  the  normal 
way  intensive  training  for  a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is 
succeeded  by  a follow-on  service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where 
there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the 
service  after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not 
more  than  twelve  hours  a week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory 
school  age.

The  nurses  are  each  attached  to  one  or  more  general  medical 
practice  and  their  attendance  is  normally  arranged  by  the  patientfs  family 
doctor .
